The n ew borrowin g arou sed 
specu lation by federal fin an cial 
au thorities as to whether fu r­ 
ther bon d issu es wou ld be n ec­ 
essary in Ju n e.

15 tax receipts.

Regardless of increased reading and a tte nd­ 
ance of moving picture perform ances, America 
bas better ey es today th an it h ad a generation 
ago, we are told. 
W h en electric ligh ting first came into general 
use a generation back, th e standard of fix tures 
was th e bulb and reflector drppped from th e ceil­ 
ing, an arrangem ent th a t th rew a circle of ligh t 
in th e center of th e room, leaving th e corners 
gloomy . 
T h at m eth od was injuriously artificial. If elec­ 
tric ligh ting was to succeed, th e problem was to 
create a soft, diffused approx im ation of day ­ 
ligh t itself. Here is wh ere th e ligh ting engineer 
and science took a h and. 
In th e past few y ears not only th e ey estrain 
h as been taken out of electric ligh ting, but th ere 
h as also been created a new and inviting atm os­ 
ph ere in th e h ome and public buildings th rough 
th e m any innovations in ligh ting sch emes and 
m eth ods. 
Th e old ty pe of ligh ting wh ich th rew a glare 
down into th e center of th e room h as given away 
to beautiful new fix tures wh ich th row an in­ 
direct ligh t or an indirect ligh t is ach ieved w ith ­ 
out any sort of fix ture sh owing a t all. Such ligh ts 
are used in th e dining room, living room and 
bedroom. K itch en, bath and oth er rooms m ust 
h ave a more direct ligh t but th ese h ave also been 
arranged so th a t th e ligh t is diffused and well 
divided over th e entire room. 
Th e newest th ing for th e living room is th e 
indirect floor or table lam p wh ich well ligh ts up 
th e entire room but does it by th row ing th e ligh t 
upward wh ich is in turn reflected by th e walls 
and ceiling back to th e points wh ere it is needed. 
Th e'porch ligh t h as even come in for its a tte n­ 
tion. No longer do y ou see th e old open ty pe with 
its h arsh circle of ligh t. Th e dull-finish ed co­ 
lonial lantern or oth er new ty pe, usually h ung 
a t th e side of th e door, creates a more restful 
and inviting doorway th an th e old ty pe. 
Office ligh ting was once most detrim ental to 
th e worker. 
Th e low h ung reflector th rew a 
glare onto th e work th a t ruined m any ey es. No<v, 
ligh ting engineers h ave so th orough ly improved 
office ligh ting th a t all ey estrain h as been elim ­ 
inated so far as ligh ting is concerned.

Th ere is an adage th a t “Th ere is luck in lei­ 
sure” but th ere is no truth in th a t adage and 
th ere is as little truth in th e preach m ent of 
m any failures th a t “work and m erit don’t m ean 
any th ing any more, th e lucky m an will win any ­ 
way .”

(Fro m Pa g e One) 
steps to see that the people be­ 
come independent of relief,” said 
Gov. McMullen. “By that I mean 
the states should strive to see 
that all persons are taken off the 
relief rolls and given employ ­ 
ment of some kind.” 
Said Gov: Aiken: 
“Vermont would like to see a 
reduction in federal ex pendi­ 
tures and will bear her portion 
of any increased relief burden in 
the same proportion as other 
states.” 
From Governor Teller Am­ 
mons of Colorado, a Democrat, 
came a plea for increased fed­ 
eral relief help. 
“We are already insisting that 
the WPA take over several thou­ 
sand cases of able bodied desti­ 
tute people now being supported 
by state relief,” he said. “This 
state certainly could not assume 
a larger share of the relief load.” 
Governor Henry H. Blood of 
Utah saw the relief rolls growing 
at “a surprising rate” despite 
general business improvement.
